Mi. Harlow was formerly the minister of 


the Tresbj lerian Church of this place. 
In 


Rev. Dr. Minphy's "lliiloiy of the 1'rcsby- 
tors of the Log College" he has the follow- 
ing to say of tho llev. Mr. Ilarlow :' 


"The Presbyterian Church of Eiiitol owes 


its origin to the energy and self-denying 
efforts of llev. Mr Harrow, vroo uunre rroni 
Centcrville to Biistol find moved in the mat- 
ter of its organization, and especially in the 
work of tho erection of a house of worship, 
as early as Ihe spring of 1844. At the time 
of the org inization, October 17, 1845, tie 
membership consisted of only 14 percons, 
none of whom are now living.

While the 
boil "s of tho company out tending are only 
$34,000,000, the guarantees aggre;;fitc $48,- 
000,000 and the floating debt $2,875,000, 
making a total of $85,275,000 of obligations 
upon which interest must be paid before a 
dividend can be declared upon tlie capital" 
stock. From a little coal lailroad con6ned 
in its operations by the Quakers of Penn- 
sylvania to one State, the Lehigh Valley has 
developed into a most impoitant artery of 
trade. Its main line extends fiom the At- 
lantic coast at Jersey City, a distance of 450 
miles by double track, to Lake Erie at Buff- 
alo 
At Buffalo the Lehigh Transportation 


Company has a fleet of magnificent fieighc 
steamers which ply to Chicago, and even to 
Duluth, at the head oi Lake Superior. Ihe 
Lehigh Valley has, theiefore, the means of 
transporting to the seaboard (he grain, the 
flour and the ores of the interior States and 
giving in exchange coal supplied fiom its 
own mines, the products of the Eastern 
mills and the great variety of imported mer- 
chandise. 
Yet. with all these facilities and 


the great amount of capital involved a drv- 
idond lias not been earned. More than that 
tho lake fleet sustained a loss of $149,000 
upon its operations. The suspension of div- 
idends upon Lehigh Valley stock has been a 
mutter of general regret. Aside fiom the 
large number of people interested person- 
ally, Lehigh University has been affected, 
and it finds itself in about the same position 
that Johns Hopkins Univeisity was in when 
tho Baltimore and Ohio llailroad stopped 
paying dividends a few years ago.

Hav- 
ing boon d9feated and captured by the 
force, of Charles of Anjou, they were hold 
by him prisoners for a year and then con- 
demned to execution.

• Onoof tlie most remarkable records In 
all history of action after execution Is con- 
tained in tho police archives of the Aus- 
trian capital. This la the caseof the .ban- 
dit Schanmburg, who," with four compan- 
ions, was condemned to death in 1880 for 
•undry adventures rivaling those of Fra 
Dlnvolo. According to this seemingly im- 
possible chronicle, the chief, finding he 
was to be the first to suffer, demanded one 
lastfnvorof the presiding Judge. This 
was that his companions should be placed 
In front of him In a straight line, several 
feet apart This having been granted, he 
then begged that to might attempt their 
reprieve In tbe following manner: If, aft- 
« bin bead bad fallen his body should 
walk past each comrade in turn, he prayed 
that the Judge shaulrt grant an amnesty. 
That officer, who no doubt thought this 
quite an Impossible feat, agreed to the 
propoiltlon, and th* oxeontlon Pjooeedo^. 
mac', straightened up aftWTne*™ewrTraa 
fallen and walked up to each of the other 
band it* consecutively before it finally fell. 
Tbe Judge made haste to notify the kaiser, 
and Ms Imperial majesty was pleased to 
confirm-the promise of clemency and to 
bavo the story placed oh record in the po- 
lios archives. 
i In the present century the Interesting 
case of apparent sensation and Intelli- 
gence after elocution has boon recorded by 
M. Pottlgaud as having occurred at Sai- 
gon In Anam, where he witnessed the ex- 
ecution of several pirates. His Interest 
and sympathy war* cxcitod .by the fine 
physique and manly bearing of the leader 
of the condemned mon, who manifested 
no fear and met his death with the great- 
est courage and coolness. The culprits 
ware made to kneel on the sand before tbe 
•xeoatloner, who, with .one expert blow, 
separated the beads from the bodies. Tbe 
bead of the chief fell almost at tho feet of 
M. Pettlgaad, the severed neck resting 
sqonrely upon the sand, thus arresting the 
flow of blood from the arteries. He was 
horrified to find that the eyes looked up at. 
blm with an air of perfect consciousness 
•nd Intelligence. In order to test the 
reality of this appearance U. Pettlgaud 
noved to one side and found that tho eyes 
followed his movements. 
As. a further 


test he then resumed bis first position, and 
the eyes turned slightly, but before re- 
gaining their first direction an expression 
of ngony passed over the face, such as 
might have been produced by suffocation, 
and the head rolled, over on. tho sand with 
•very appearance of death. From 16 .to 20 
seconds had elapsed during these observe- 


i It was possibly this story which Induced 
Do LabordU of Paris to make certain ex- 
periments upon the severed head of a mur- 
derer man than an hour after execution. 
In this case blood was Injected into the 
arteries, and by means of an opening In 
the skull it could be seen to circulate. The 
•y ellds opened, and upon the placing of a 
light before them the pupils of the eyes 
new smaller. Possibly had the experi- 
ments been made Immediately after exe- 
cution the results might have been much 
now curious.—Virginia Dare In Philadel- 
phia) Times.

The 
classic Soamander Is but a muddy stream, 
winding through an uncultivated plain, 
covered with stunted oaks, underwood 
and rushes. At the opposite extremity of 
the plain stand the tombs of Hector and 
Achilles, that of the latter near the Helles- 
pont, where the Greek fleet was moored. 
Near is the grave of his friend, Patroclus. 
All their glories an now reduced to a few 
tumuli, about 80 feet high. The Soaman- 
der Is between 800 and 860 feet broad and 
very muddy, having the appearance of be- 
ing much flooded. 
Fart bar up the plain its course becomes 


nndlstingnahable among the marshes. 
Afte» passing a smaller river, you arrive 
at at. ancient tumulus, not far from the 
shore. What is most striking in this 
monument is the existence of an arch, 
wbloh forms an entrance to the center.

end we oil want to spend two or three 
hours In Shawneetown. We get right 
down into onr pockets and pull out about 
a dollar apiece and put the money where 
it will do the most good, no matter where, 
but somehow the boat is delayed, and we 
do our business on shore. At the next 
landing there may be enough freight to 
keep us four or five hours, and we don't 
have to spend any money there. 
"I was going to tell yon about stopping 


tbe boat and setting mo ashore while I 
sold a gun to a countryman.
